Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader .

extremes meet we get picturesque landscape, and where the conquerors 
and the conquered come together, especially if these be of divers race and 
diverse faith, we get conditions that lend themselves to romantic history 
Still it is curious that our sympathies should be on the whole rather with 
the conquering race than with the conquered. So true is this of Mr. Lane 
Poole that he holds a brief, as it were, for the Moors, and presents us with 
a people so learned and so lenient, so mild and so wise, that we are ready 
to believe with him that no greater misfortune for the country could have 
occurred than the withdrawal of the Moors from Spain. We think perhaps 
that this, so to speak, posthumous triumph of the Moors in Spain is due to 
the exquisite remains of Moorish art which still subdue the w^estern mind. 
For one thing especially we heartily thank Mr. Lane Poole. He leaves 
“ My Cid Campeador ” unbroken and unblemished among our gallery of 
heroes.

THE “P.R.” LETTER BAG.

Dear Eimtok — May I take the liberty of drawing attention to the 
two exhibitions of pictures which are being held in London at present? 
The first of these is an exhibition of paintings by French masters of this 
century and last, and is held at the Guildhall. The second, and in many 
respects more important one, is held in the Prince’s Hall, Knightsbridge, 
and is conducted under the direction of the International Society of 
Sculptors, Painters, and Giavers, of which Mr. Whistler is the present 
President. Both of these exhibitions will be continued during August, 
though there is, I believe, some cause for fear that the International 
will be closed early in the month. 

London is certainly fortunate in being favoured with two exhibitions 
of such excellence, and this in a year w’hich has witnessed so disappointing 
a show at the Academy. It may safely be said that there is hardly a 
picture at either the Guildhall or the Prince’s w'hich will not well repay 
inspection. The French exhibition consists of 154 pictures, including five 
examples of Watteau, four by Corot, tw^o by Mouet, two by Bastien-Lepage, 
six by Ger6me, four by Meissonier, and others by Laneret, Rosa Bonheur, 
Tissot, Fautin-Latour, E. Degas, Bouguereau, etc. They are well hung, 
wLich forms another point of contrast w'ith the Academy. 

The International Exhibition is a much larger affair, for there are nearly 
700 paintings, drawings and engravings in the three galleries and 
vestibule. Most prominent of all are nine of Mr. Whistler s canvases— 
Thames in Ice, Grey and Silver, The Piano Picture, Rosa Corda, Rose 
and Silver, Rose and Brown, Blue and Coral, and Blue and Gold,— which 
deserve more than one visit all to themselves. Of the rest, there are so 
many gems, that one is at a loss which to mention in the chief place.
